The amendment received 14 Marcti 2005 has been made of record. Claims 1 
and 7-17 are pending. 

The rejections under 35 USC 102 contained in the previous office action are 
withdrawn in view of applicants' amendments. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specificatbn shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 7-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites a "halobutyl elastomer at line 1 and a "resulting ... brominated 
butyl elastomer" at line 4. It cannot be ascertained whether applicants intend the 
compositions to be limited to brominated elastomers. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1 and 7-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kondoetal. 

Kondo et al disclose rubber compositions comprising halobutyl rubber and 
mixtures with other rubber, aminoalcohols and filler. The aminoalcohols taught as 
suitable include 3-aminopropanol and relative amounts as low as 2 wt. % are taught. 

Therefore the reference anticipates the rejected claims. 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) whicti fornns the basis for alt 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Kondo et al. 

Kondo et al disclose rubber compositions as discussed above. The reference 
lacks an explicit teaching of the amount of sulfur for curing halobutyl rubber. It is the 
position of the examiner that amounts such as claimed instantly would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. Sulfur vulcanization is well known in the art 
and suitable amounts would be easily determined by routinism. 

Claims 16 and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
